Election/Restrictions

Group I, claim(s) 1-18 drawn to a method of transforming soybean cells and 
regenerating soybean plants. 

Group II, claim(s) 19-22, drawn to transformed soybean plants and seeds. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
cocresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The inventions are linked by the technical feature of a Agrobacterium-mediated 

soybean transformation. However, this technical feature is not special because it does 

not constitute an advance over the prior art. 5169770-US and 5376543-US, both issued 

to Chee and cited by Applicants teaches a Agrobacterium-med\ated soybean 

transformation, (see, e.g., column 1, line 44-67, beginning "Agrobacterium-mediated 

gene transfers . . ."). 

Furthermore, the inventions are not linked by a special technical feature 

because each requires starting materials process steps and end products not required 

by the other. Group I, a first process, requires particular explants, selectable marker 

genes, and culture media, each not required by Group II. 
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Group II, a first product, requires plant breeding methods to produce seeds, not 
required by Group I.
